Moral Education 


•plE problem of moral education la the most important educational 


question before the world today. The changed conditions ot 


modern life have brought about weakening of tho morals of 
tho 


young. All statistics show a great increase in juvenile crime, and1 


it is certain that the morals of our young people iioeci especial at- 
tention. 


The great question is how we shall meet the need. The first 


answer is religion. But, unfortunately, religion does out havo the 
influence that it used to have. Our schools have been secularized, 
aud while In the early days the Sunday school reached most children, 
its influence is | now slight. The Sunday school methods'are not 
adjusted to present needs and the per cent of children attending is 
much less than formerly. In January, and in a number of cities in 
this country, there has been an effort to bring religion hack into the 
schools. One half day a week the children are obliged to attend a 
religious school of the creed of their parents, whether Jewish, Catho- 
lic or Protestant. 
Practically every German child could pass a good 


examination on the Bible and church history, while the average 
American child knows little of the Bible, often not enough to under 
stand the scriptual allusions in literature. Though under present 
conditions religion is not adequate to meet the n«eds of the rising 
generation, it is the greatest of all moralizing influences, and if its 


full power could be exerted it would be all we needed. The Bible, 


too, is the world's great masterpiece of moral pedagog. 


Effort has heen made in some countries to substitute other 


means than religious for moral education. France has completely 
secularized her schools and established a sort of religious politics. 
The country is the object of supreme loyalty and devotion. Morals 
are taught in the schools, appeals made to heroism and by various 
m^ans mundane virtues developed. Excellent moral results have 
been obtained. In Japan, likewise, loyalty and devotion to state has 
made for the moral uplift. 


The conclusion of the recent conference in Providence was 


that moral education should be placed upon a' secular as well as a 
religious basis; that we should "secularize the religious and sanctify 
the secular." 


Among the methods used for moral education is 
Fan-child's 


method of taking pictures of heoric boy life and using them to illus- 
trate talks in schools. This has a splendid influence and in this 
line the moving pictures might be used. They are the greatest ed- 
ucational influence in the world today and are coming 
into 
the 


churches. 
The system of school texts has a good influence -and 


fcomethlng has been done by hypnotism. 


Professor Palmer thinks that the main responsibility rests with 


the schools; that the teachers should hold themselves superior and 
command reverence and repect. Much can be done in the schools 
by a course of ethics, by self government, and by the system used 
in the Boston schools which aims to bring -each child to his right 
vocation. The excessive feminization cf the schools should be avoid- 
ed and the paternal influence in the home mado strong. The rod 
ought not to be entirely abolished, and it is, at times, most effective 


ID scold well. Mediation is also a prominent element. 


The juvenile ccurt and big brother movement have been effect- 


ive agencies toward moral betterment and 
the 
time is coming 


when there will be a correlation between schools and the many dif- 
ferent child-welfare agencies.
